The 
Tudor  firm  was  low  bidder  with 
a  figure  of  S552.621  for  construc- 
tion of  the  building,  which  will  be 
a  three-story  brick  structure  with 
central   air-conditioning. 

Site  selected  for  location  of  the 
new  women's  dormitorj  is  the 
quadrangle  between  four  existing 
women's  residence  halls  and  Bien- 
ville Hall,  one  of  the  Colleges  din- 
ing facilities,  and  will  front  on 
Central  Avenue. 

According  to  NSC  President 
John  S.  Kyser  the  new  dormitory 
".  .  .  gives  hope  for  the  future  as 
the  intensity  of  the  effort  for  hous- 
ing has  increased  with  the  growth 
in  enrollment."  Northwestern 
States  enrollment  has  more  than 
doubled  since  1953. 

Funds  for  construction  of  the 
dormitory  were  made  available 
through  a  loan  from  the  Housing 
and  Home  Finance  Agencv.  Wash- 
ington, D.  C. 

A  previous  loan  of  approximate- 
lv  SI. 500.000  made  possible  the 
construction  of  Natchitoches  Hall, 
women's  residence:  St.  Denis  Hall, 
cafeteria:  and  West  Caspari  Hall, 
men's  residence.

Educational  Tour  To  Visit  21  States; 
1962  Theme  Is  "Return  To  Acadia" 


The  twelfth  annual  Northwest- 
ern State  College  Educational 
Summer  Tour  will  provide  an  op- 
portunity for  Louisianians  to  visit 
an  area  which  is  famous  as  the 
original  locale  of  the  French  cul- 
ture so  widely  associated  with  our 
State — Acadia. 

Appropriately  entitled  "Return 
to  Acadia"  the  tour  is  scheduled 
for  Aug.  4  through  Aug.  26  and 
will  cover  21  states  and  three 
Canadian  provinces.
